King Leopold appeared to be quite un- 
moved by the attempt of Rubino to ki him. 
After luncheon at the palace his majesty 
entered a motor car and proceeded to the 
railroad station, where he boarded a train 
bound for Groenendael. 

Several attempts to kill the King of the 
Belgians have been made sinée his rule 
began. For a time the King was very pop- 
ular with his people, but of recent years 
this popularity has given way to hatred. 
The working classes have become very bit- 
ter in their animosity to the monarch. Leo- 
pold has long enjoyed the distinction of 
being the most licentious ruler in*all Eu- 
rope. 

Leopold became King in 1865, and it is 
said that he has tired of the troubles that 
annoy and threaten his throne, and wants 
to abdicate if he can do so without causing 
a revolution.

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POLICEMAN DEAD 


Barney'Regan Answered Last 
Roll Call This Morning. 


BEAT IN BUSINESS DISTRICT 


j 
EXPIRED EARLY THIS MORNING 
OF PNEUMONIA. 


He Made Many Friends Because of His 
Pleasant Manner—Terry McGov- 
ern Once Knocked Him Out 
With the Gloves. 


‘“‘Barney’’ Regan, probably the policeman 
best Known to the people.of St. Louis, died 
at his home, 909 Lami street, at 5:45 o'clock 
Saturday morning. 

The cause of his death was pneumonia, 
which followed a bad cold, caught on elec- 
tion day. For about a year he had been 
in declining health. 

Had ‘‘Barney’’ Regan not been a police- 
man he would have made an actor of 
superlative achievement. Why he did not 
go on the stage and fulfill his manifest 
destiny is one of the ironies of fate. How- 
ever, as it was, he was an idea] policeman, 
and his death will be regretted by many 
persons in various walks of life. 

When Chief of Polica Kiely heard of his 
death he said: 

‘“‘Regan.was one of the best men in the 
department. He was a popular man, not 
only with the citizens but with this fellow 
officers and his superiors. lie was of splen- 
did phvisique, faithful, tactful, cheerful 
and kind. I regret his death.”’ 

When the news of Regan’s death reached 
the Four Courte expressions of regret were 
common. 

Regan joined the forse July 21, 1891. He 
left a position with the Pacific Express 
Co. to become a policemen. At that time 
he was physically perfect. Tall, lithe but 
superbly muscled, an athlete, handsome 
and tactful. He was assigned to the Cen- 
tral district, and walked a beat in the 
wholesale district, where his pleasant man- 
ner svon won him many friends. 


HIS “BEAT.”’ 

He ‘‘walked’’ the beat bounded by Highth 
and Eleventh and Pine and Market streets, 
one uf the most important and populous in 
the city. In August he requested the chief 
to tranefer him to the Becond District be- 
cause bis health was falling and he wished 
to be nearer his home in his work. 

Persenaily Regan was a striking-looking 
man. He was six feet tall and weighed .%) 
pounds. As one of his fellow policemen 
described him, “Barney was the size of a 
house and had a heart in him as big as a 
French church.”’ 

He was enly 37 years old, but was prema- 
turely y and looked older than his 
years. is gray hair lent him a distin- 
guished air, and his natty, well-groomed 
person was the occasion of remark. He 
was the picture of the “swell copper on the 
beat.’’ i 

Innumerabie stories are told of Bar- 
nev” Regan's pleasantries, which, however, 
never interfered with his duty. While Le 
made several important arrests he never 
posed as the heroic policeman. lie was 
mvre noted for maintaining a clean teat, 
and keeping away dangerous persons. 

He was of the type of the “wise. As 
a mimic and what is known a8 a ‘“‘kidder 
he probably had not his equal on the po ice 
force. He could imitate to perfection the 
sneech and actions of an Italian, a China- 
man, a negro or « German, and Kept his 
triendjs constantly merry over his witty 
sayings and droll stori.ss. 

He was a born actor. 

Regan was a member of soveral secret 
orders, among them the A. O. U. W., the 
Eagies and the Red Men. 


MEETING WITH M’GOVERN. 
His friends tell a story of his meeting 
with Terry McGovern, a fellow Eagle. They 
met in the “‘roost’’ over the Imperial The- 


ater when McGovern was laying here. The 
midget fighter took a ‘“‘shine’’ to Regan, 
and the admiration was mutual. The talk 
turned fisticuffs and Regan undertook to 
tell M vern something of the businees. 
As a result they put on the gloves and 
‘“Kink’’ Connell, Regan's neighbor on the 
next beat, refereed the bout. 

McGovern looked like a gnat beside the 

igantic Regan. They began to spar, but 
had not gone half a round before the mid- 
get jumped into the air, as though shot up 
by a steel spring, and placed his glove on 
the point of the big man’s jaw. Regan 
went down and out and it was some min- 
utes before he could understand how a boy 
whom he might easily have pees could 
knock down 3240 pounds of policeman. 

It was during the last presidential elec- 
tion that Barney made a mot that Is still 
retailed a good thi in the wholesale 
district.

HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST 


Businoss Has Been Paralyzed Through 
the Killing of Coffee Crop by 
Santa Maria’s Eruption. 


GUATEMALA CITY, Nov. 15.—Astonish- 
ing revelations of great loss of life and 
property eaused by the eruption of the 
Santa Maria voleano are being made daily 

Eruptions continue. Many hundreds of 
human beings perished and the destruc- 
tion of property is considered greater than 
that in the Island of Martinique by the 
eruption of Mont Pelee. All of the estates 
in the neighborhood of the volcano are 
buried under volcanic ashes, which reach 
to the tops of the houses. 

The richest coffee estates are completely 
ruined. The principal losers are the large 
coffee planters, mostly United States ci.- 
gens and Germans, whose properties are 
ruined. 

Two or three new craters have 
formed on the side of the volcano. 
was an eruption from the summit. 
and ‘ashes were carried chiefly 
soutrehn and weetern directions. 

The sea has a coating of volcanic ma- 
terial extending for many miles. The loss 
of the coffee crop. which i@ Guatemala’s 
principal export, has completely demoral- 
ized commerce and the government finan- 
ces generally. The nationel paper curren- 
ey, which is the only circu’ating medium, 
has fallen to seven cents gold for one 
pnper dollar. Prices for all necessaries 
have risen to a prohibitive figure for many 
persons. The authorities are trying to force 
the dealers to sell goods at the _ usual 
prices, but the conditron of affairs is such 
that business is entirely paralyzed.
